WATER POLLUTION. 


(eological Survey Reports on Lake 
Champlain Conditions. 


Investigation Begun at Request of-Governor of Vermont— 
Soda Mills Cleared of Blame, and the Alleged Damage 
by Sulphite Mill Indefinite—The Sewage Disposal 
Conditions Are a Serious Menace.

the waste may prevent the dissemination of such disease 
Chere, however, is a marked increase in the amount of 
calcium, sodium and chlorine in the Bouquet River, es- 
pecially of the last named ingredient. Samples were taken 
when the river was extremely low and therefore the pro- 
portion of mill waste in the water was unusually high 

The author presents a table giving a comparison between 
the characteristics of the water below the sedimentation 
bed and that used for drinking purposes in twenty-six 
municipalities and expresses the opinion, as a result of that 
comparison, that the “water from the Bouquet River below 
the entrance of the waste from Willsboro mill is preferable 
to many waters which are used daily for domestic pur- 
poses, and concerning which no complaint is ever heard.” 

“It is true,” he adds, “notwithstanding that the river is 
damaged by the mill, the waste which is turned into the 
stream contains a certain amount of wood pulp which 
passes through the washers and bleach drainers. This 
pulp is small, yet from day to day it accumulates, and 
the course of weeks and months represents a considerable 
loss. It is collected in eddies and shallow places along 
the banks of the stream and is found along the shores of 
the lake.” The latter amount is insignificant; a search 
covering several miles and occupying a half day disclosed 
about 5 pounds of pulp. In the stream, however, it col- 
lects and holds a large amount of débris that is putrescible, 
the result being disagreeable odors. 

The writer devotes much space to his method of 
sampling the water of Lake Champlain and to an analysis 
of each sample, and in conclusion states as his belief, 
found upon his investigation, that the evidence is unques- 
tionably sufficient to support the opinion that the pulp mill 
at Willsboro has not the slightest harmful effect upon the 
lake when it is operated in connection with the sedimenta- 
tion bed. 

The author then reports on his investigation of the con 
dition of the Ausable River and of the sulphite mill of the 
J. & J. Rogers Company, describing the mill and the proc- 
esses used therein. He says that the waste from the proc- 
ess is largely organic, that putrefaction takes place, and 
that there is given off a disagreeable odor along the banks 
of the stream. Residents of Keeseville have complained of 
the alleged pollution, but the village has neglected to keep 
its own skirts clean, there being at several points above the 
intake of its waterworks private sewers of the most dan 
gerous character, the conditions favoring an extensive 
typhoid epidemic being ideal. The water, however, is not 
used for drinking because of the odor of the pulp mill 
waste, and for this reason the pulp mil! waste, bad as it is 
has been a measure of safety for the inhabitants. Two 
miles below Ausable Forks a partial analysis of Ausable 
River. water showed that it contained 185.8 parts per mil 
lion of total solids, of which 119 parts were organic and 
volatile matter, the amount of calcium being only 13,54 
parts, less than that in the lake water. 

After describing his methods of sampling and analysis 
he says: 

“The effect of sulphite waste from Ausable River in 
Lake Champlain is apparent north of the river’s mouth for 
a distance greater than 21% miles, the distance varying ac 
cording to the prevailing winds. Having determined that 
sulphite waste is appreciable for considerable distances into 
the lake, it becomes necessary to consider what effect this 
waste may have. As stated, the waste is composed largely 
of organic matter, and the effects which it would have must

Eastern and Western Mill Combina- 
tions Discussed. 


The Rumored Combination of Eastern Mills Said to Be a 
Fairy Tale—Reported That Efforts Are Being Made 
to Consolidate Millis Now Selling Through 
General Paper Company. 








Some sort of a combination of the Eastern independent 
news mills and a consolidation in one company of the mills 
of the General Paper Company are the two latest develop 


ments in that branch of the industry. The former story, 
while interesting in the extreme, is pronounced a_ fairy 
tale pure and simple. The statement in regard to the mills 
of the General, on the other hand, is said to be based on 


facts 

The number of mills that are to go into the Eastern 
news combination varies greatly, according to the different 
versions now in circulation. One version is that at first 
half a dozen of the big outside mills are to consolidate in 
order to eliminate the evil effects of severe competition 
which are now felt in the market 
effect that all the mills in the East making news paper 
will soon be brought together into one company. Such a 


Another story is to the 


combination would have a daily output of at least 1,000 
tons, and would be able to compete vigorously for the 
big contracts of the publishers, much to the delight of the 
latter. The possibility of a friendly understanding between 
the International Paper Company and the managers of any 
such combination of outside mills has not as yet occurred 
to the consumers. But as the main reason for a combina 
tion of interests is to eliminate competition, it is considered 
probable that a basis of agreement might be found so that 
the International, the General and the new consolidation 
might all work together harmoniously 

The Eastern news mills that have been mentioned as 
likely to be included in any new round up of mills are the 
Great Northern Paper Company, the Berlin Mills, the St 
Regis Paper Company, the new mill of Finch, Pruyn & 
Co. at Glens Falls, the Remington-Martin Company, the 
Raymondsville Paper Company, the mills of W. H. Par 
sons & Co., the Malone Paper Company, of Malone, N. Y.: 
the Champion Paper Company and the West End Pape: 
Company, both of Carthage, N. Y.; the L. L. Frost Paper 
Company, of Norwood, N. Y., and a few others. The mill 
of the Pettebone-Cataract Paper Company and the Cliff 
Paper Company, both of Niagara Falls, N. Y.; the Aldrich 
Paper Company, of Natural Dam, N. Y.; the St. Georg:

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REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Better Feeling in New York—Steady Gain in Holyoke— 
Larger Business in Boston—Philadelphia Market Firm— 
Chicago Draggy—Miami Valley Reports Favorable. 


Trade conditions in the New York market this week are 
not much different from those of previous weeks, but while 
the demand continues rather quiet there is a somewhat 
better feeling in regard to business, as all hands realize 
that three of the best months of the year are ahead of them 
before any material falling off in the demand should take 
place. This confidence in the future helps to support the 
market at present. It must be admitted the market sagged 
a little during February, but as this was to be expected 
the quiet demand caused no special comment. As an offset 
to the lessened demand the curtailed production due to 
unfavorable weather conditions should be mentioned. The 
weather was the big factor in the market during February. 
The high cost of all raw materials and the delays in get- 
ting supplies to the mills all contributed to the general 
disturbance which prevailed last month. Delays in filling 
old orders and in transporting the finished products to 
market caused’a great deal of annoyance. Now that the 
season is advanced and more favorable conditions in sight 
a better demand is looked for, which will absorb the in- 
creased production of the mills. But while the outlook is 
encouraging there is no positive change in conditions this 
week. News paper, it is generally admitted, is being 
freely offered at low figures. The asking price for current 
business in news is 24% cents, but even this price is being 
cut. On large orders and contracts for daily papers the 
quotations vary from 2.05 cents to 2.15 delivered. Side 
runs of news are weak in sympathy with news. The quo- 
tation on the latter is 2 cents to 2.10 cents. Wrapping 
papers of all kinds are unchanged in price as yet, still some 
change in the situation on manilas would not surprise 
those in that branch of the trade. What that change will 
be depends on the strength of the spring demand. In book 
papers the market is stronger than in news, manilas or 
writings. The demand for book is reported as steady, with 
quotations fairly firm. All the large book manufacturing 
companies continue to report good business at the old 
prices. A few of the smaller mills are still accused of 
making slight concessions to secure orders. Writings are 
moving, but are not in active demand. In these, as in the 
other grades of papers, a gradual stiffening in prices is 
looked for during March. In box boards severe competi- 
tion and consequent low prices prevail. 


Steady Gain in Holyoke.

Business shows a steady gain as the winter wears away 
and manufacturers state that the prospects for spring trade 
are bright.

It is a moteworthy 
fact that the building paper industry has been growing 
more important each year. While the congestion of cars 
in the Middle West is somewhat greater than had been an- 
ticipated a few weeks ago, most of the freight is being 
handled adequately.

Primarily 
the character of the organic matter is not harmful to health, 
It contains no organisms of specific disease, and therefore 
cannot be regarded initially as a menace to the public 
health. Undoubtedly, however, this organic matter forms 
a nidus for the development of bacteria in large numbers. 
Although there was no opportunity to make experiments 
with reference to the persistence of intestinal bacteria, it is 
probable, judging from analogous experiments made else- 
where, that such germs would thrive better in water con- 
taining this organic mater than in the normal water of the 
river and lake.

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GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 


Annual Competition for Supplying Executive Departments 
With Paper, Stationery, Etc., Will Take Place on 
May 4—A Word of Caution to Bidders. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wasuincton, D. ( February 27, 1905.—The annual 
competution tor furnishing the executive departments with 
paper, stationery, &c., during the fiscal year 1906 will take 
place May 4 next, on which day bids will be opened in al! 
the departments. Specifications and lists of articles re 
quired are now being prepared, and the call for bids will 
be issued in ample time to allow prospective bidders t 
make their calculations. In this connection the atientior 
of the trade is invited to some observations of a promi 
nent Government official on the subject of bidding. “Firms 
and individuals who submit proposals, or in fact who have 
contract relations with any of the executive departments,’ 
he says, “would do well to see that the bids are properly 
made out, and that the plainly printed instructions attend 
ing the preparation of the proposals are carefully and con 
scientiously followed. It may seem to some bidders that 
these instructions, which are by no means uniform through 
out the executive departments, are merely examples of red 
tape. There is undoubtedly a great deal of form in the 
rules established for the guidance of bidders, but these reg 
ulations have been adopted as the result of experience, and 
are required by the demands of the public service. They 
are, moreover, in the interest of the bidders themselve 
quite as much as for the convenience and use of the de 
partments. 

“One of the greatest faults found, aside from the irregu 
larity of the bids themselves and the failure observe the 
prescribed forms, is the carelessness of bidders in their 
extensions. Of course in most cases the bids are vcrified 
in the offices, but where the bids are numerous it is possible

SHIPPERS’ CLAIMS. 


Ohio’s Attorney General Says That Railway Commissioner 
Has Power t0 Investigate Complaints by Shippers 
That Are Discriminated Against. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 27, 1905.—Perhaps the most im- 
portant development of the week to Ohio shippers was the 
decision rendered by Wade H. Ellis, Attorney General of 
the State, who declares that the railway commissioner has 
authority, by law, to investigate claims made by shippers 
igainst discrimination in freight rates on the part of the 
railroads. He broadens his decision by stating that the 
commissioner has “ample authority under existing laws,” 
and considerable interest was created by the announcement, 
in view of the energetic effort put forth by the Miami 
Valley men to get a “square deal” and the intention of 
sending a committee to Washington to appear before thx 
Interstate Commerce Commission in behalf of the Esch- 
lownsend bill. The Attorney General states that there is 
law enough for any citizen to get a “square deal” in Ohio 
from the railroads. He can do so both under the statutory 
and the common laws of the State. Thére is no need of 
an Ohioan applying to the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion for relief from discriminations in freight rates. 

The Railway Commissioner of Ohio appealed to the At 
torney General for an opinion and it was promptly forth- 
coming. After reciting the law he states: “You have no 
authority to regulate or fix passenger or freight rates or 
switching charges, but you have, under these sections 
(which he names) authority to determine whether the law 
in any of these is being violated and to report such fact 
either to the General Assembly or the Governor, and they, 
in turn, can, of course, require the Attorney General to take 
such action as the facts and law may justify.”

The object of the meetiag 
to consider the recommendations made by President Pat 
ber in his report to the annual meeting, held February 16 
The two principal features of that report were a proposi 
tion to issue $4,000,000 worth of bonds, and to a recom- 
mendation that the capital stock of the company be reduced 
from $28,667,892 to $14,333.046 

The call for the mecting reads as follows: 

Please take notice that a special meeting of the stock 
holders of the United Box Board and Paper Company is 
hereby called, to be held at the offices of the company, No 
15 Exchange place, in the city of Jersey City, County of 
Hudson, State of New Jersey, on the 21st day of March, 
1905, at 11 o'clock a. m., for the following purposes: 

First—To consider and yote upon a proposition to be 
there and then submitted, reducing the capital stock of the 
company from $28,667,892 to $14,333,046 

Second—To consider and vote upon a proposition to be 
there and then submitted, authorizing the issue of not less 
than $4,000,000 and not more than $4,500,000 twenty year 
6 per cent. gold bonds of the company, secured by a gen- 
eral mortgage upon all its real and personal property (in- 
cluding the stock of the American Straw Board Company), 
to be redeemed after January 1, 1909, at the rate of $50,000 
per annum; and to be issued for the purposes: 

(a) Of taking up the existing outstanding mortgage in- 
debtedness of the company. 

(b) Of taking up the underlying liens, or such part 
thereof as may be obtainable or deemed desirable. 

(c) Of redeeming the stock of the American Straw 
Board Company and of securing additional working capital. 

(d) For reservation of the remainder of such bond issue 
for use of the treasury.

Bristo.t, N. H., February 27, 1905—The Mason-Per 
kins Paper Company has installed a steam plant and has 
been operating its mill mainly with steam for some weeks 

lo provide accommodation for the new steam mill plant 
i fireproof brick addition, 21x24 feet, was erected and the 
two old boilers were removed. Here were installed two 
tubular boilers, each 60 inches in diameter, 17 feet long 
and each having a capacity of 100 horse power. Thess 
boilers each consume about 7 tons of coal each day and 
iurnish steam for the engine, for drying the paper and 
other purposes. 

The engine is located in a room adjoining the boilers 
It is of 100 horse power. The power is conveyed from the 
engine by a 10 foot drive wheel carrying a 20 inch belt 
Next to the engine room is located the powerful pump 
that did such good service at the recent fire. This pump 
throws 750 gallons of water per minute, supplying water 
for 3% inch streams. 

Another recent addition to this mill is one on the south 
end of the machine room, 16x30 feet, in which is located 
an extra cutter.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Process of Manufacturing Chemical Pulp for Paper—Robert 
Roe, Jr., Patents a Method for Facilitating 
the Cooking of Fibre. 


Robert Roe, Jr., of Amberg Township, Marinette County, 
Wis., assignor to Robert Roe, of East Providence, R. IL, 
has been granted letters patent No. 783,137, on a process 
of manufacturing chemical pulp for paper 

“In the so called ‘sulphite’ process of the manufacture 
of wood paper pulp or fibre,” says the inventor, “the wood 
chips are digested by a cooking liquor, which consists of 
sulphurous acid combined in certain proportions with a 
suitable base or bases, such as lime and magnesia employed 
in the form of dolomite. This cooking liquor has com 
monly been prepared of the strength required for the d 
gesting process, modified, however, in some instances by 
forcing into the acid already prepared and stored for us¢ 
that portion of the sulphurous acid gas which is set free 
by the action of the heat in th 


digester and which ac 
cumulates in the upper part of said digester and produces 
gas pressure. This gas pressure is relieved by blowing 
out in order to allow free admission of steam at the bot 
tom of the digester. This blowing of gas from a digester 
(in which the cooking process is going on) into another 
receptacle which contains the stored liquor is called ‘re- 
claiming’ the gas. 

“In the improved process the cooking liquor is preferably 
made of a strength greater than is actually required for the 
cooking of the wood and afterward as it is being intro- 
duced into the digester it-is diluted to the degree which is 
actually required for that purpose by means of water pre- 
viously heated. For the purpose of heating this water | 
prefer to use either a tank (of wood or other suitable ma 
terial) or a closed vessel in which the water may be heated 
under pressure to the desired temperature 
in any suitable manner, preferably by the introduction of 
steam. The steam which serves this purpose has hereto- 
fore been blown out into the external atmosphere as wast 


Heat is applied 


or exhaust steam after the cooking process has been com- 
pleted; but as the contents of the digester are discharged 
into the receptacle provided for that purpose, commonly 
called the ‘blow pit,’ I introduce a portion of this surplus 
steam into a vessel which contains water and utilize to this 


extent the exhaust steam to heat the water. This vessel 
is connected by a pipe with the digester at any convenient 
point near the top thereof or with some of the digester at- 
tachments. 

“In my improved process the digester is charged with the 
chips or small pieces of wood in the usual manner; but in- 
stead of running the cooking liquor into the digester at the 
top, as is commonly done, I prefer to introduce said liquor 
into the digester at the bottom, together with water (heated 
as above described or in any other suitable manner), or as 
close as convenient to the place where said water is intro- 
duced. The rate of the flow of the cooking liquor and of 
said heated water is regulated so that the quantity of hot 
water required for diluting the liquor to the proper degree 
of strength is run into the digester in about the same 
length of time as is required to run in the liquor itself. If 
the water is heated in an open vessel its temperature, of 
course, will not exceed 212° Fahr.; but if heated in a closed 
vessel capable of sustaining steam pressure the temperature 
of the water may be greatly increased and preferably should 
be raised to such a degree that when the cooking liquor 
and water have been introduced into the digester the tem- 
perature of the contents of the digester is about 212° Fahr 
As a considerable time is required to reach this temperature 
in the present processes, the introduction of heated water, 
as I have already described as a part of my improved 
method, greatly reduces the length of time for the digest- 
ing operation and in consequence materially increases the 
per diem product of the digesting apparatus. When the 
digesting process is nearly completed, I begin to blow 
steam from the digester through the pipe into the water 
heating vessel and continue to do so until there is only a 
sufficient steam pressure remaining in the digester to effect 
the discharge of the contents thereof into the blow pit. 
The water thus heated by the steam blown into it, as 
above described, is used both to heat and dilute the cook- 
ing liquor, being mixed or mingled therewith as the liquor 
s introduced into the digester 

“When the cooking liquor contains uncombined gas in 
solution, such as sulphurous acid gas in the free state, it 
cannot be heated to a very high temperature without loss 
of gas, except in a closed vessel; but this difficulty is Oover- 
come by my method of heating said liquor, because the 
hot water is admitted at or about the same time and practi- 
cally at the same place as the liquor is introduced into the 


digester, and the gas which volatilizes is still contained 





within the digester without any loss whatever and may 
be reclaimed, as hitherto, to strengthen the liquor by being 
discharged from the top of the digester into the receptacle 


wherein the cooking liquor is stored. The cooking liquor, 


having been made of a strength exceeding that which is 
actually required for the digesting process, is by the intro- 
duction of said hot water not only heated but is diluted 
to the exact strength required 

“I am aware that in reclaiming the sulphurous acid gas 
set free by the action of heat in the digesting process, as 
already mentioned, some steam is blown over -into the 
liquor with the gas and that thereby the temperature of the 
liquor is somewhat raised, but only slightly, however, and 
indeed, it is usual to pass this gas through a cooling device 
for the very purpose of preventing overheating. 

“It is a characteristic feature of my said improved process 
that the cooking liquor is introduced into the digester at its 
normal temperature at or about the same time of the intro 
duction into the digester of hot water, thereby serving the 
two purposes, first, of quickly raising the temperature of 
said liquor to such a degree that the digesting process 
promptly begins instead of losing the time, as heretofor 
necessary, to raise the cooking liquor to the required tem 
perature by heat afterward applied, and, secondly, of di- 
luting the cooking liquor from its previous excessive strength 
to that strength at which it is commonly used. Therefore 
I do not wish to confine myself to the use of water for 
these purposes which has been previously heated in a sepa- 
rate vessel; but I may with equally good results use cold 
water with steam blown into it as it is introduced into the 
digester, or I may use mingled water and steam or any 
other method of heating the water as it is introduced into 
the digester, or I may use steam alone. 

“When the liquor is heated as it is introduced, the tem 
perature of the contents of the digester may be sufficiently 
high by the time the liquor is all in to avoid the necessity 
of hlowing off much gas at the top of the digester, and 
therefore the cooking liquor may under those circumstances 
possess as great strength as it ought to have at the time 
the digesting process actually begins, even though it has 
been made of usual strength and considerably diluted in its 
introduction. ° 

“In the so called ‘soda’ process, ‘sulphate’ process, and 
other similar processes in this art the cooking liquor may 
itself be heated before it runs into the digester, or it may 
be heated by any of the methods above described.”

Dispute Over Mead Estate Securities, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 27, 1905.—A rather unusual 
procedure is that in which Judge A. W. Kumler is sitting 
as arbitrator in the matter of a dispute between the ex- 
ecutors of the estate of the late Daniel E. Mead, founder 
of the Mead paper mills of this place, and the Teutonia 
National Bank. 

The matter to be determined is the value of shares 
of Cooper Insurance stock which were owned by the estate 
and were turned over to the bank, the latter disposing of 
them at what it considered an under price. The disputed 
question arises from a loan made to the Mead Company in 
March, 1904, for $7,500, for which the company gave its 
note as well as 200 shares of Cooper Insurance stock. The 
par value of the stock was $4,000, but it was hypothecated 
at $40 per share, or $8,000. The bank subsequently sold 
the stock and applied the proceeds to the payment of the 
loan. 

Some of the stock was sold for $40, some for $45 
and some for $50 per share, it is said. The executors con- 
tend that the bank did not get enough for the stock. To 
determine the value of the stock an investigation of thie 
financial standing of the insurance company may be made 
and written agreements have been submitted to Judge 
Kumler. M. V.

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ADIRONDACK TIMBER. 


Governor Higgins Said to Be Invcstigating Reports of Lar- 
ceny of Pulp Wood from the State Preserve 
—Bill as to Burned Lands. 


Last Monday the New York Herald had a dispatch 
irom its Albany (N. Y.) correspondent, in which the fol- 
lowing statements were made: 


Governor Higgins has under investigation charges of 
the gravest character relating to the cutting of large 
imounts of timber in the Adirondacks, in defiance of the 
laws and with the connivance of the men whose duty it is 
to protect the forests. The Governor expects to have a 
report ready within a few days for presentation to the 
l.egislature giving the results of the inquiry, with recom- 
mendations for legislation which will put an end to depre- 
lations in the future. 

It is already known that among the boldest of the forest 

iders are some of the large pulp miils in the north 
woods, which, kaving consumed all the spruce within their 
reach on lands not already purchased by the State, are 
now seeking to denude the lands owned by the people 
One company sent men boldly into the forests of the State 
last summer and fall and cleared acres of State land. It 
has been permitied to retain its plunder on the payment of 
1 nominal fee to the State, although the law makes the 
utting oi timber on State land a misdemeanor and punish- 
able by fine or imprisonment, or both. 

There is a suspicion that many of the incendiary fires 
in the Adirondacks, which have devastated large areas of 
public land, had their origin in the desire of persons or 
corporations who wanted State timber to provide an ex- 
‘use for stealing it. 





Attention has already been called in the Herald to the 
efforts that are being made in the Legislature to amend 
the constitution so as to permit the cutting of timber on 
State lands that have been burned over. These efforts 
have been determined and persistent. An amendment to 
the constitution allowing burned land to be cleared has 
already passed one Legislature and if passed again will go 
to the people this fall for their approval. The same influ- 
ences that forced the passage of this resolution tried to 
anticipate it by the passage of a bill last year to permit 
the cutting of the coveted timber. This bill was vetoed by 
Governor Odell on the ground that it was a clear violation 
of the constitutional prohibition. 

Impatient of the delay, the interests that were deter- 
mined to get at the timber induced the Forest, Fish and 
Game Commissioner, D. C, Middleton, and Attorney Gen- 
eral Cunneen to make an “agreed case” to determine 
whether the burned land might not be turned over to the 
pulp mills. When Attorney General Mayer took office he 
refused to be a party to this arrangement. 

The pulp interests then proceeded to send.their lumber- 
men into the woods to take what they could get on the 
burned patches, which were conveniently near the mills. 
It is charged that the State has been robbed of about 
5,000,000 feet of lumber, some of it still grewing when it 
was felled. Mr. Middleton’s records show the theft of 
only a little more than 1,000,000 feet 

There has been a great scurrying to Albany of pulp mill 
interests, and the Governor has been besought not to 
interfere with the present situation. The argument has 
been put forward that the “best interests of the forests” 
demand the clearing of the burned land and that it is ap- 
proved by “modern methods of forestry.” It has also 
been urged that the depredations have been greatly exag 
gerated by the enemies of Commissioner Middleton, whos« 
term will expire next month and who is a candidate for 
reappointment. These considerations are being weighed 
by the Governor in forming his conclusions. 





When asked for an expression of opinion in regard to 
the above report Chester W. Lyman, assistant to Presi 
dent Chisholm, of the International Paper Company, said 
“The indirect charges made in the article against the pulp 
and paper manuiacturers do not apply to the practices of 
this company or for that matter to those of any pulp con 
cerns of which I have any knowledge. Personally I do 
not believe that such depredations as complained of actu 
ally take place The publication of such a story may, 
however, do some good in calling further attention to the 
mistaken policy of the State in letting the surplus timber 
f its reservations go to waste or in allowing the dead 
wood to remain on the land, thereby endangering large 
tracts by fire. I predict that sooner or later the people 
will awaken-to the importance of this matter, which hith 
erto has been looked upon with comparative indifference 
Che thousands of thousands of cords of lumber that should 
be cut on the reservations each year could find a ready 
ale, and the proceeds from which should be used to defray 
he expenses of replanting or for acquiring.new lands 
Modern scientific forestry demands that some such cart 
should be taken of the State’s reservations.”

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Sewage, Not Mill Refuse. 


On another page of this issue of THe Paper Trave 
JOURNAL we print a synopsis of the report of an investiga- 
tion by the United States Geological Survey into the al- 
leged pollution of Lake Champlain, the investigation being 
made at the request of the Governor of Vermont, who was 
moved thereto by the flood of accusation directed particu- 
larly against industrial establishments in New York State. 
It was charged that the pulp mills of the New York and 
Pennsylvania Company and of the J. & J. Rogers Company 
were doing a vast amount of damage, that they were pol- 
luting the waters of the Bouquet and Ausable rivers and 
of Lake Champlain to stich an extent that the condition 
was a menace to health; that in one instance there had 
been actual death caused by such pollution, and that unless 
some radical remedy was adopted Lake Champlain would 
soon become a vast breeding spot of disease. These 
charges were persistently circulated by means of newspaper 
interviews, articles, &c., and, judging from the stories told, 
the people in the section of country about the lake were in 
danger of being wiped out by disease. 

The results of the investigation cannot fail to be griev- 
ously disappointing to those who made the charges, and of 
course equally gratifying to the pulp men attacked. The 
report is very lengthy, and in the course of a month its 
full text will be published by the Geological Survey. It 
gives a clean bill of health to the New York and Pennsyl- 
vania Company and the Ticonderoga Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany, and even in the case of the J. & J. Rogers Company, 
while it states that the Ausable River is damaged by the 
discharge from the sulphite mill of that concern, it also 
states that the waters of Lake Champlain are not injured 
to any extent, any damage there being indefinite. It points 
out that the odor caused in the Ausable River by the dis- 
charge from the Rogers sulphite mill has been a measure 
of safety for the people of Keeseville, for the reason that 
the waters of that river, already intensely polluted by pri- 
vate sewers, have not been used for drinking purposes be-

been so used, even were there not mill waste at all, they 


cause of the odor due to the pulp mill waste. 


would undoubtedly have produced a fever epidemic, as, 
according to the report, the conditions are ideally perfect 
for such a result. 

Since the investigation was begun the Rogers Company, 
which has already tried many suggested ways of disposing 
of its waste, has installed one that gives promise of work- 
ing perfectly. 

The author closes his report by a summary, as follows: 

“1. Soda pulp waste from the Champlain mills of the 
New York and Pennsylvania Company, situated at Wills- 
boro, N. Y., is not perceptible in Lake Champlain beyond 
a maximum distance of 2,000 feet from the mouth of Bou- 
quet River, provided that the sedimentation bed installed 
at Willsboro is used. 

“2. Sulphite waste from the mills of the J. & J. Rogers 
Company, situated at Ausable Forks, N. Y., is apparently 
perceptible in Lake Champlain for a considerable distance 
from the mouth of the Ausable River. 

The sewage of Burlington and Winooski River is 
a serious damage to that part of Lake Champlain immedi- 
ately surrounding. The inhabitants of Burlington are 
‘drinking from their own cesspool.’ 

“4. Soda waste from the mills of the Ticonderoga Pulp 
and Paper Company, situated at Ticonderoga, N. Y., causes 
a high proportion of chlorine to appear in the lake water. 
There is no real damage from this source. 

The water of the broad lake is of good quality. 

“6. The sewage conditions, as a whole, are a growing 
menace, and if the lake is to be preserved as a water supply 
the entire question should be studied from interstate and 
international standpoints and the necessary safeguards pro- 
vided.” 

In a word, in this case, as in many others, the burden of 
blame that is laid on paper and puip mills belongs on other 
shoulders. The damage is being done not by mill refuse 
but by sewage. There can be dumped into streams and 
lakes all the sewage of municipalities, and as to this noth- 
ing must be said, even although it produces conditions per- 
fect for the production of epidemics. The mill man, how- 
ever, on the other hand, is treated as though he were run- 
ning his mill as a fever breeding spot, and all the sins in 
the catalogue are laid at his door. 

Now that the United States Geological Survey has shown 


that the charges that were made against the pulp mill men 


are without foundation, it is to be hoped that the coterie of 
men who have been giving their time and attention to the 
circulation of the false charges will for very shame’s sake 
go into that retirement from which they never should have 
emerged. 


A Monument to Rittenhouse. 


The Site and Relic Association of Germantown has un 
dcr consideration a project to erect a monument to Ritten- 
house, the pioneer American paper maker, who established 
the first American mill on Paper Mill Run, near Philadel- 
phia. The plan of work is now being mapped out, and as 
soon as it is ready the Philadelphia Paper Trade Associa- 
tion will be asked to lend its active assistance. 

The project is most worthy. Rittenhouse laid the foun 
dation of an industry which has grown to great proportions 
and now leads the world, and it is most appropriate that 
he should have a special monument to his memory, other 
than the industry itself.

The Treasury Department has promulgated an important 
court decision regarding bonds for the return of unexam- 
ined merchandise that is of general interest to importers. 
In construing Section 2899 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides that collectors of customs may deliver imported 
merchandise to the importer unexamined, under bond “in 
double the estimated value of such merchandise,” and that 
“if the package is not delivered to the order of the collector 
according to the condition of the bond, the bond shall 
* * * be forfeited,” it was held that the bond is to be 
treated as fixing the amount of liquidated damages in case 
of its breach, but that its object is to protect the Govern 
ment in the assessment, valuation, and collection of its 
duties, by making good within the limit of said double 
value such damages as may have been sustained by reason 
of breach of its conditions, and in order to recover for 
such breach it is incumbent upon the Government to make 
proof of the damages actually incurred. 


There are some breezy rumors as to the news field these 
days. One is to the effect that the independent Eastern 
mills are going to get together, and the other is that an 
effort is being made to consolidate the Western mills into 
one corporation. In trade circles the former rumor is not 
regarded as having any foundation in fact, but there is a 
belief that there is “something doing” as to the latter prop- 
osition. Were it not for the fact that the rumors made 
their appearance immediately after the meetings of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association and of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association one might have 
greater faith in the news. 


Paper dealers, stationers, &c., who intend to bid for the 
contracts for supplying the executive departments of the 
Government with goods will do well to heed the caution 
that is printed on page 6 of this issue. Carelessness in 
preparing proposals has lost to the bidder valuable con- 
tracts on many an occasion, and this year bidders should 
profit by the warning given. 

The condition of the American Writing Paper Company 
on January 1, 1905, is shown by the balance sheet which 
was presented to the directors of the company at their 
meeting last week.

A home for workmen in ill health has been established 
by Ellison, Roeder & Co., Austria-Hungary, in celebra- 
tion of the thirty years’ jubilee of their paper mills. 

The paper mill at Ballancourt, Seine-et-Oise, has been 
almost entirely destroyed by fire, which is supposed to have 
originated from overheating of electric wires and faulty iso 
lation. The loss is estimated at 2,000,000 francs. The mill 
had five paper machines, and employed 350 workers. 


The free exportation of raw wood is looked upon by 
Austrian paper makers as the cause of the dearness of that 
material, and consequently they would like to see a duty 
enforced. It appears that the trade is at present suffering 
from overproduction and reckless competition, and accord- 
ing to some authorities any prohibition in the exportation 
of raw wood would lead to the erection of new mills owing 
to the cheaper and more abundant raw material. Prices, 
however, would in the course of time go up, and therefore 
paper makers in the long run would not benefit in the least.

The pulp mill at Napanoch, N. Y., that was burned re- 
cently, is being rebuilt. 

George Spencer, of Watertown, N. Y., who has been 
with the St. Regis Paper Company, at Deferiet, for the 
past fifteen months, has taken a position with the Tag- 
garts Paper Company at Felts Mills. 

A meeting of the Progressive Pulp and Paper Company 
was held last week at Plattsburg, N. Y., at which bylaws 
were adopted and the condition of the company reviewed. 
The paper mill is now in full operation and is putting out 
about 12 tons of bag paper daily. 

H. F. Drew, president of the Ballston Paper Company, 
Ballston, N. Y., states that in the spring his company will 
erect a pulp mill on the site of the old scythe shop at 
Ballston Spa, which was purchased at the same time as 
the axe shop, where the paper mill is located 

Iheodore Foster, of Utica, and Victor Adams, of Little 
Falls, will soon engage in the manufacture of box board 
at a plant to be situated in the western part of Utica, 
N. Y. The industry will establish a new market for the 
sale of waste paper, as the raw material for the manu- 
facture will be waste paper collected from various sources 
in Utica. 

The Robertson Paper Mills, at Quakertown, Conn., have 
passed into the control of the Robertson family Some 
months ago the Thames Paper Company, of New London, 
acquired the mills by legal process and that corporation 
has expended $6,000 to $7,000 on the property. Mrs. Mary 
J. Robertson then held a mortgage of $12,600 on the prop- 
erty. It has since been foreclosed and the time limit for 
payment expired. The Thames Paper Company was un- 
able to raise the money, so the mills pass back to the Rob- 
ertson family Plans for the management and operation 
of the mills are not yet perfected, but they will be in a 
short time. 


Dayton Folding Box Company.

Bag Factory in Court Room. 

PortLAND, Me., February 27, 1905.—The buzz of electric 
motors, a whirr of wheels and a clatter of intricate ma- 
chinery last week disturbed the solemnity of the Federal 
Court room. The space on both sides of the entrance door, 
where spectators and witnesses usually sit during trials, 
had been given up to a temporary paper bag factory. Two 
rival machines were in full operation for a brief period, 
turning out bags from the paper rolls at a rate of I50 per 
minute.

PAPER.—While the demand for paper cannot be said 
to be strong, there is, nevertheless, a steady movement of 
the various grades. Now that the spring trade is open- 
ing up, a better feeling prevails, as there is confidence 
that conditions will be better. As far as can be learned, 
all the mills are busy; still there are at least a few manu- 
facturers in each line that are looking for orders. The 
latter, it is claimed, are making slight concessions to in- 
duce the placing of orders. In News paper the large pro- 
duction and the competition for orders has forced prices 
down still lower. The regular asking price for News by 
the manufacturers is now 2%4c., with sales being made 
for less monéy. On contracts for supplying daily papers 
the regular quotations are 2.05c., 2.10c. and 2.15¢., accord- 
ing to the desirability of the order. The 2.05¢. quotation 
is now said to be general in bidding on all large con- 
tracts. No improvement in the News situation is looked 
for this spring, as there is an evident overproduction of 
News at present. Manilas continue unchanged in prices, 
although the demand is not considered very strong. The 
new production of Manilas coming on the market and 
some recent changes in the trade have had a somewhat 
depressing effect on the Wrapping business. As an off- 
set to these the spring trade is counted on to hold the 
market firm for the next two months at least. In Book 
papers the market ig steady at the old prices. A few 
Book mills are evidently in need of orders, as concessions 
are reported on some of the business now being booked 
As in the other grades, the manufacturers of Book papers, 
as a rule, are holding firm, relying on the strength of the 
spring demand to support the market. In Writings there 
is a fair movement, but the demand is not strong enough 
to keep all the mills rushed to their fullest capacity. Prices 
in Writings remain unchanged. In Box Boards the market 
continues in bad condition, owing to the severe competi- 
tion, which has forced prices down so low. No change
